Thaf s the way most 
movie fans remember 
Robert Macnaughton, 
but this eager actor is a 
veteran of many stage, 
television and motion 
picture roles. His aim 
is to be identified with 
the best. 


Y OU PROBABLY REMEMBER him as 
Michael, the older brother in the motion 
picture, E. T. So do the approximately 400 
million people who saw that film in its first year. 
For that role, Robert Macnaughton won the award 
for the “Best Young Supporting Actor in a Motion 
Picture” from the Youth in Film Association. And 
while he was shooting E. T. Robert signed up to 
play “Adam” in the film version of the classic 
teenage book by Robert Cormier, I Am the Cheese. 
As of this writing, Robert is playing the part of 
The Boy in Shakespeare’s Henry V. The New 
York production is being directed by Wilfred Leach 
and stars Kevin Kline. 

But back home in Irvine, Calif., where he and 
his family still live across the street from the 
grammar school he attended, Robert’s life is noth¬ 
ing like that of Adam. Like a lot of guys, Robert is 
interested in computers and music. He attends 
rock concerts (Bowie, Costello, Heads) and stud¬ 
ies music trends. He’s active in helping local rock 
groups get their chances. Acting is already his 
career, but he plans to broaden his knowledge. 
He is considering attending Stanford University 
and majoring in philosophy. 

A pretty serious guy with very definite ideas 
about his work and goals in life, Robert prefers to 
act in “classics,” roles based on important books, 
so that he can help encourage people his own age 
to read more and, perhaps, appreciate more our 
common American heritage. He has never done 
and does not want to do an “R” rated film.

The best tribute he ever received for his acting 
was when a friend of Robert’s said she went to 
see E. T. because she knew he was in it and so, of 
course, she had a different reason from most of 
the other folks in the theater. But when she saw 
him she was so moved by his acting that she 
forgot all about Robert and became absorbed in 
Michael, the character he was playing. 

Robert Macnaughton loves roles that challenge 
him and make him someone very different from 
himself. He’s already played an idiot boy who can 
see into the future, a boy suffering from amnesia, 
a spoiled young genius who makes his father pay 
cash for ideas the boy develops, and the memora¬ 
ble Huckleberry Finn.

Firemen Discuss Safety at SECA Meeting 


At the January SECA meeting, repre¬ 
sentatives from the Anderson Township 
Fire Department spoke on fire safety 
around the home. They explained how 
important home safety is to all of us and 
that we live with ingredients of fire every 
day. Most of our cars and other power 
equipment are fueled by an extremely 
flammable liquid, our homes are deco¬ 
rated with flammable fabrics and other 
materials, and we wear clothing that can 
ignite with surprising ease. Our heaters 
and cooking appliances use open flames or 
glowing hot elements and many of us even 
carry fire sources in our pockets or purses 
in the form of matches or lighters. The 
firemen passed out booklets covering all of 
the above and more. For those who did not 
attend, I will cover two points in this issue. 

Gasoline Service Stations - Gas should 
never be pumped into a car while the car is 
running. The car could backfire, setting off 
an explosion that would destroy everyone 
and everything in the area. Also, one 
should never smoke while pumping gas. 


The smoking material or just a hot ash 
could ignite the fumes or liquid. Yet, how 
often have you seen these violations at 
both self-serve and full service stations? 
The firemen suggested telling the- 
management of the station when you 
observe such carelessness and let them 
know that you will stop patronizing the 
station if they do not take action. You 
should also notify the fire department so 
they can concentrate on stations where 
violations are taking place. 

Space Heaters - General Safety Tips 

1. Read the label and follow the instruc¬ 
tions for installation and operation. 
Have it installed if you are not abso¬ 
lutely confident of your ability. 

2. Keep papers, clothing, furniture, and 
especially children away from space 
heaters. 

3. Keep the heater in safe working condi¬ 
tion. Replace missing or worn guards 
and controls at once.

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From Microcomputers 

to Basics in Education 


Dear Residents of Summit Estates: 

Your school district has been quite busy 
this year improving the educational oppor¬ 
tunities available for students. For exam¬ 
ple, Summit Elementary School spon¬ 
sored, with a great assist from their PTA, 
Devon McNamara as a poet-in-residence. 

Students and staff alike were thrilled by 
the experience of working with a “real” 
writer. I am sure that some of the students 
will remember it all of their lives. 

Also, next year we will have a seven- 
period schedule at both high schools. This 
will make the student’s day 7:20 a.m. to 
2:20 p.m. There may be a slightly earlier 
pick-up time in the morning for some 
students, but already most buses arrive at 
7:15. 

The seven-period day, which will result 
in fewer scheduling conflicts for students, 
will allow us to add needed courses. 
Computers, critical-thinking skills, logic, 
speedhand for note-taking, speed reading, 
test-taking skills, and study/research 
skills (including a search using micro¬ 
computers) are some of the major ones 
that we are considering adding. 

Further, we are thinking about requiring 
all students to take a course in computer 
literacy before graduation. The micro¬ 
computer is revolutionizing nearly all 
aspects of our lives -- and it is just the 
beginning! As John Naisbitt says in his 
recent book Megatrends: “...the restruc¬ 


turing of America is already changing our 
inner and outer lives.” 

You can expect us to continue watching 
the development of trends in our society 
and to evaluate their meaning for our 
school system. Always, of course, our 
emphasis will be first on the basics of 
reading, communications, and mathema¬ 
tics as the underpinnings of success in any 
field of study. 

In order to do the best possible for each 
student - and to assure parents of what is 
being learned by their students - we are 
developing a program in mastery learning 
for the school district. This will do at least 
three things: 

• State what students are expected to 
master at each grade 

• Test for this mastery and report to 
parents 

• Allow corrective action to be made 
before a students falls too far behind. 
Currently we have a committee of 35 

staff members, representing all of our 
schools, that has been working since 
September to identify the learning goals in 
reading and language arts for each grade 
K-12. This system will result in better 
education for all of the students.

New Law Requires 

Child Restraint System 

A new Ohio law that takes effect March 
7, 1983 requires that: 1) All children less 
than one year of age being transported in a 
vehicle registered in Ohio be secured in a 
safety approved child restraint system, 2) 
Any child less than four years of age or 
weighing less than forty pounds being 
transported in a vehicle owned by a parent 
or legal guardian or owned, leased, or 
under the control of a day care center, 
nursery school, or kindergarten must be 
secured in a safety approved child re¬ 
straint system, 3) Lap belts or seat belts 
are acceptable only when the child is one 
to four years of age or weighs less than 
forty pounds and is being transported in a 
vehicle not owned by a parent or legal 
guardian when a safety approved restraint 
system is unavailable. The only exemp¬ 
tions are taxicabs, some physically handi¬ 
capped children, and emergency situa¬ 
tions when the life of the driver or the life 
of any child otherwise requiring restraint 
is threatened. 

To help parents comply with the new 
law, the Milford Jaycee Women have 
begun the Kids in Safe Seats (KISS) 
program and have available for rental 
safety approved car seats for children 
under twenty pounds. The fee is $14: $7 for 
rental and $7 deposit to be refunded when 
the seat is returned in satisfactory condi¬ 
tion. Call 831-7381 for additional informa¬ 
tion.

Summit, Sherwood Softball Leagues Merge 


As of January 5, 1983, the Summit Girls 
Softball Program along with the Sherwood 
Girls Softball Program merged all team 
coaches and returning players for 1983 into 
the Anderson Township Girls Softball 
League.

Now you can become part of the 
fastest growing sport of today, 
Bicycle Motocross or BMX for 
short. The, entire family can par¬ 
ticipate, it’s a great way to meet 
new friends and an exciting time for 
all. BMX is founded on good sport¬ 
smanship, keen competition, and 
discipline of mind and body. By 
dividing age classes into age and ex¬ 
perience levels; beginners, novice, 
and expert (in your age group), you 
are always racing against riders of 
your own age and capabilities. 
Competition is broken into local, 
district, and National levels. 

WHAT YOU NEED 

A 20 inch motocross bicycle with 
any kick-stands, chain guards, or 
other obstructions removed to get 
your bike into racing form. A good 
used bike can usually be bought at 
your local BMX track or bikes and 
accessories can be purchased from 
any bike shop. Pads for your bike’s 
gooseneck frame bar, and cross bar 
are also required for your 
protection. 

THE EQUIPMENT 

A helmet is required, lace-up shoes, 
usually tennis shoes for pedal grip¬ 
ping, long pants and long sleeved 
shirts.

During registration, practice is 
open to all participants and you 
and your fellow racers are en¬ 
couraged to try out the track. Entry 
fees entitle you to race for a trophy, 
points, and several hours of f un for 
the entire family.

The ABA recognizes Pro classes and Pro riders, and 
was the originator of large pro purses. Pro racing is ex¬ 
citing and can be profitable, however it is not for 
everyone. Be sure that this is what you want to do. It is 
a very large step and it is absolutely final. When you 
become a Pro BMX rider, you could be disqualified from 
some or all amateur sports, according to your state and 
federal laws. 

When you join ABA Pro and race, whether you win or 
not, you must abide by the following rules. There is no 
reclassification, and there are to exceptions in any 
case. 

1. You must be a member of ABA PRO to run in any 
pro class at any ABA sanctioned race. No ABA 
track operator will at any time, or under any condi¬ 
tions, run a pro class unless all riders are current 
members of ABA PRO. 

2. All riders must submit a current ABA PRO member¬ 
ship card for proof of membership before entering 
that class. 

3. All ABA PRO members must be 14 years or older, 
proof of age is required with membership 
application. 

4. All ABA PRO members must hold an expert rating. 

5. No ABA PRO may ever again race in an amateur 
open class or novice class. If he does, his regular 
membership and his pro membership will be im¬ 
mediately revoked. 

6. Entry fees for pro classes may be set by the track 
operator, but may never be more than double the 
entry fee of the amateur classes. 100% of pro en¬ 
try fees must be paid back to the pros as prize 
money. A track operator may guarantee a purse of 
$500.00 if he receives $300.00 in entry fees he 
only has to pay out the $500.00 guaranteed, he 
does not have to add the fees to the $500.00 
However, if he receives $600.00 in entry fees, or 
more than the guaranteed purse, he must pay out 
the $600.00. In every case at least 100% of entry 
fees must be paid out in prize money. 

7. Money may be added to a pro purse by a track or a 
sponsor. Up to $100.00 may be added to a purse 
without notification to the ABA. Anytime more than 
$100.00 is added to a pro purse, that track 
operator must notify the ABA offices in writing 45 
days before the race is held. 

8. ABA Pro’s may compete for cash prizes at any 
ABA district or National event. 

9. There must be 4 or more riders in a class to com¬ 
pete for prize money. 

10a.Starting January 1, 1982. Pro Trophy is being 
dropped as a class. A pro rider will receive district 
and or National points from his pro money class in 
addition to his dollar points, based on finish earn¬ 
ed, just like an expert rider. 

b. No pro will ride in an amateur class at any time ex¬ 
cept if there is not a pro class available. 

11 a.Starting January 1, 1981, all pros will be graded 
into A and AA classes. Existing pros will be qraded 
by the ABA. 

b. Any A pro that earns $2000 or more during a 
points season will immediately be AA for the rest of 
his racing career, except that he may request 
reclassification as per section V rule No. 1. 

c. A and AA points will all be computed together for 1 
pro standing. The pro season will end on 
December 15 of each year, and a new season will 
begin on January 1. 

1 2. Any licensed pro who enters a cruiser class at Na¬ 
tional events must ride in pro cruiser, he cannot 
ride in amateur cruiser classes: see cruiser rules. 

13. If a pro class is run under the 3 moto system, the 
following rules apply: 

a. Each rider races three motos and is given the 
number of points he earns as he crosses the finish 
line: 1st place, 1 point: 2nd place, 2 points: 3rd 
place, 3 points: etc. The lowest number of points 
is the winner. 

b. Ties in points are broken by the third moto The 
finish position closest to first is the winner. 

c. In the 3 moto system a rider must cross the finish 
line to be scored, otherwise he receives a DNF 
(did not finish). A DNF will receive 8 points. Riders 
who completed all three motos are scored first, 
those with 2 motos completed are scored next. 

d. If a bicycle is disabled during a race, the rider must 
bring it across the finish line to be scored or will 

receive a DNF. 

e. Classes of 8 riders or less. 1 group is scored at 
the end of the 3rd moto, and does not have a main. 

f. In a class of 2 groups, 3 from each are qualified for 
a main, making a 6 man main. 

g. In a class of 3 or more groups the 3 motos are run 
and at that time the ABA qualifying system rules 
will apply for the quarter and semi mains, to qualify 
for the mains. 

1 4. If there is a pro class at any race, no licensed pro 
may ride in any amateur class at that time. 

15a.ABA pros will be ranked according to amount of 
dollars earned during the racing season. 

b. In order for an ABA Pro to be eligible for number 1 
Pro, he must race in a minimum of 8 ABA Nationals 
during the points year. 

c. He must also be the top 28 money winners for that 
year, as of the end of October in that year. 


1 7 . A Pro Membership application can be turned down 
° r revoked by the ABA Competition Committee. 
ABA Pro memberships are a privilege and a 
responsibility.

3. Pro Cruiser riders will receive at least 100% 
payback of entry fees. They will receive points 
towards district and or National cruiser standings 
same as other cruiser classes.

4. All cruiser riders must be a member of ABA 
Cruiser. 

5. Cruiser points will be the same as in section X of 
this rulebook under the expert heading. 

6. Cruiser points will be separate from ail other 
points: in other words, at the end of each year all 
cruisers will be issued a new number correspon¬ 
ding to their finish in the points standings. Those 
numbers will be district or National standings: such 
as number 1 National or AZ-1 No. 1 Cruiser. 

7 All other rules in this book governing rider apparel 
bicycle, and equipment also apply to the ABA 
Cruiser rider, except wheels. A cruiser is a bicycle 
which has at least a 24” wheel size as stated on 
the wheel or the tire.

2. Each team must have 4 different entries. 

3. Team entries must be a legitimate team with a 
sponsor. 

4. You may use the same rider on 2 different teams, 
but it must be different classes, such as regular 
class, open class, cruiser class or pro. 

5. You must designate the class you are using. 

6. Each rider entered must have at least 4 riders in 
this class to be eligible. 

7. Your team entry must be turned in before the race 
starts. 

8. Points for winning the team trophy are computed 
as follows:

b. Any changes in that roster must be submitted to 
the ABA in writing at least 1 week prior to that 
event. 

c. If a rider is not listed on that roster, he is not eligi¬ 
ble for factory team trophy. 

d. A rider may be listed on only 1 National team 
trophy. 

1 3. At National races, team trophy entries must be 
turned in before any motos are posted. 


d. Number 1 Pro will be determined as follows: 

There will be a special class at the ABA Grand Na¬ 
tional for only those that are qualified to be Number 
1 Pro. That class will be a maximum of 28 riders or 
4 groups of 7. They will run 3 motos using the ABA 
transfer system. If needed, a semi main will be run 
as per the ABA Rulebook, and those qualified after 
that will run a main event. That main event will be 
ran 5 times throughout the day using the total 
points method, as shown in rule No. 13. The first 
place rider in that main will be the No. 1 Pro for that 
year. 

e. The top 8 places or the amount in that main will be 
determined by the method in rule No. 15d. The re¬ 
maining places for the end of the year will be deter¬ 
mined as in rule No. 15a. 

16. All other rules in the ABA Rulebook governing 
rider, apparel, bicycle, and equipment also apply 
to the ABA Pro rider. 


XIV ABA BEGINNERS 

The ABA recommends that all tracks run a beginners 

class, and use the following rules: 

1. A new rider may race in the beginners class until 
he wins 3 first or 8 total trophies, whichever 
comes first. He then must move into the novice 
class. 

2 A beginner must purchase the insurance portion of 
the ABA membership. He may, however, purchase 
the full membership if he so desires. If he does 
purchase a full membership, his card will be a 
novice card because the ABA does not compute 
points on beginners. He may use this novice card 
as a beginner. 

3 A beginner may race in open classes as well as his 
regular class 

4. If a beginner purchases the insurance only and 
then turns novice, he must at that time convert to a 
full membership. 

5. The ABA also recommends that trophies and entry 
fees be the same as the novice and expert 
classes. 

6. All the other rules in this rule book governing rider, 
apparel, bicycle and equipment also apply to the 
beginner rider.

2a. 4 riders are required to make any class, this in¬ 
cludes novice, expert, girls, pro and cruiser. 

b. If there are 3 or less riders in any class they must 
move up to the next available class.

This is the only in¬ 
stance where a rider may move up voluntarily. 

c. No rider may at any time be moved down, except if 
the oldest class is too small, they then may move 
down to the oldest class available. Except girls, 
see section III rule b. 

d. All riders must ride in their correct classes, no 
voluntary move-up is allowed. EXAMPLE: No 
novice may move up to any higher class above his 
own to avoid getting a first or turning expert. No 
expert may move up to the next novice class for 
easier competition. Riding out of class will be 
handled the same as section VIII, rule 21. 

e. If a rider is combined with a higher age class, he 
will receive the points for that class. EXAMPLE: If 
a 12 novice is combined with the 12 expert, he will 
receive expert points. If a 12 expert is combined 
with the 13 novice, he will receive novice points. 


II POINTS SCORING AND RACING SEASON 


1. The racing season will be from January 1, through 
December 15. A new season will begin on January 
1 of each year. 

2. Points will be tabulated using the total points 
method. The rider with the most points will be the 
No. 1 rider. 

3. Members can compete for two types of points: 
district and National. See points tables. 

4. District points are received during the normal rac¬ 
ing season at reguiarly scheduled events, and at 
any special event sanctioned by the ABA. 

5. A rider may race in another district and his points 
return to his home district. 

6. National points are received only at National 
events. All National events will be set up and run 
by the ABA. 

7. Double points may be awarded at major events but 
must be approved in writing 60 days prior to the 
event by the ABA. 

8a. Each track can hold 1 double points race for each 
10 single point races held, but no more than 2 per 
track per year. 

8b. Each track can hold 2 triple points races each 
year. Each triple points race will take the place of 1 
of his double points races and he must meet the 
qualifications as set forth in the track operator’s 
manual. 

8c. The ABA may grant extra double or triple points 
races for special occasions. 

9. New ABA members will not receive points until 
they receive their assigned ABA number from the 
ABA by mail. The ABA will process and mail all new 
memberships with 7 working days after they are 
received in the ABA offices. Any track operator or 
race director must postmark all motosheets and 
membership applications within 48 hours after that 
race or face the possibility of suspension of his 
ABA sanction. 

1 0. Any rider not riding with his assigned ABA number 
and district number will not receive points for that 
race. There will be absolutely no exceptions to this 
rule.

3a. Girls must ride in their correct class when their 
class is available. If their class is not available they 
may move up to the next girls class or ride in the 
boys class of their corresponding age. 

b. 4 girls are required to make a class, if there are not 
4 riders in the oldest class for that day, they may 
move down 1 girls class. If the next class down is 
also not available, those girls must ride with the 
boys in their corresponding age. 

c. Girls will receive novice points as per section X 
POINTS TABLES for district and national points 
and these points will go to a separate girls points 
standing.

5. Open classes may be run at the discretion of the 
track operator, but no points will be awarded. The 
ABA recommends the following open classes: 6 & 
under, 7-8, 9 - 10 , 11 - 1 2, 13-14, 15 and over.

IV ADVANCEMENT 

1. A novice is a rider who has less than 5 first places 
in his birthday year. EXAMPLE: If a 9 novice has 4 
firsts and then has a birthday, he is then a 10 
novice with no firsts. 

2. Any novice rider who receives 5 firsts in any points 
class during his birthday year is immediately an ex¬ 
pert. It is that rider’s obligation to move himself up 
to the expert class when he receives that 5th first. 

3. Any rider that is rated an expert in any other 
association or organization must join the ABA as an 
expert. 

4. Once a rider is classified expert he is always an ex¬ 
pert. EXAMPLE: If a 10 expert has a birthday, he 
is then 11 expert not 11 novice. However, if a 
rider .feels he is not competitive, he may ask for 
reclassification, see section V Reclassification. 

5. Any novice rider who receives 2 firsts at any Na¬ 
tional event becomes an expert, not necessarily in 
his birthday year. 

6. Any rider who is not a full member of the ABA must 
ride in the expert class. The reason for this is. if a 
rider is a member of ABA, there will be a record of 
his wins. Experts ride with experts, and novices 
with novices No rider should be taking easy 
trophies in a class where they do not belong. It is 
the rider’s obligation to ride in the right class. 

V RECLASSIFICATION 

1. If a rider gets 5 firsts in his district or 2 National 
firsts and becomes an expert and feels that he is 
wrongly classified, he may submit the dates raced, 
tracks raced at, and finishes earned in his last 8 
races as an expert to the ABA for review. He must 
also submit in letter form, why he feels he shold be 
reclassified. The above material will be reviewed 
by the ABA competition committee. If that commit¬ 
tee agrees with that rider, he may move back to 
novice. A rider may ask for reclassification only 
one time during his birthday year A fee of $3.00 is 
required for a request for reclassification. 


2. If a rider is a novice and the track directors feels 
that the rider should be an expert, he may recom¬ 
mend to the ABA competition committee that the 
rider be changed to an expert. 


RIDER IDENTIFICATION 

1. All riders must present a current ABA membership 
card when registering for that race in order to race. 

2. A non-member may register and participate in the 
race but will receive no points, and must ride in the 
expert class, and purchase insurance. 

3. All full members will be issued an assigned ABA 
number. The rider must ride with that number on 
his bicycle at all ABA sanctioned races in order to 
participate. A rider may in no way alter or transfer 
his assigned number, and the number must be 
legible at all times. A special number plate may be 
used, but the number color must contrast with the 
background color of the number plate, and must 
be readable at 100 feet. That number plate must 
be full size, and a production model by a full time 
company. Absolutely no stickers or decals will be 
allowed except for the following: 1. identification 
by the maker of that number plate. 2. ABA district 
decal 3. a sticker pertaining to a contingency for a 
pro rider so long as that pro rider has a written con¬ 
tract with that company and then no sticker or 
decal may be within V •” of a number. Effective 
January 1, 1983 only black numbers on a white 
number plate will be acceptable and both must be 
ABA approved. 


VII APPAREL AND EQUIPMENT 

1. All riders must wear helmets with permaosat 

— c;tran attached, snaps are not allowed. Helmet 

must have sufficient padding and be of good 
quality. 

2. All riders must wear shoes which are sufficient to 
protect the rider’s feet. 

3. All riders must wear long pants, no short pants 
allowed.

5. All riders, mechanics, and pit crew should have a 
clean and neat appearance.

7 All kickstands, fenders, chain guards and any 
other hazardous attachments must be removed. 

8. Handlebar grips are required and must be suffi¬ 
cient to cover any metal on the ends, and must be 
tight. 

9. The crossbar on the handlebars and the 
gooseneck must be padded and must be seceure- 
ly fastened. 

1 0. The frame must be in good condition with no 
cracks or broken welds. The top frame bar must 
be padded as in no. 9 above. 

1 1. Axle ends may not be over %” long, or must be cut 
off. 

1 2. Both wheels must be 20” or less in diameter. This 
is outside of wheel to outside of wheel not to in¬ 
clude the tire. 

1 3. No wing nuts are allowed to keep wheels on. 

14. Face protection is recommended but not 
-m andatory . 

1 5. Seats must be fastened so as not to slip during 
competition. The seat must not have any exposed 
metal or sharp edges. If a seat is not used, the 
post must be well padded. 

16. All bicycles must have brakes in good working 
condition. 

1 7. All equipment must be safe and in good condition 
in order to compete. 


VIII RACING RULES 

1. The race director shall have complete control of all 
officials, scorers, and riders. The race director’s 
decisions are final, and he may rule on a situation 
not covered by the ABA rulebook. Any ruling made 
by any director that is not covered in the ABA 
rulebook must be submittted to the ABA in writing 
immediately after the race. 

2. There shall be one head official on the track at all 
times. He will have enough assistant officials to 
conduct the race in a safe manner. All disputes will 
be taken to the head official. He will discuss them 
with the official in whose area the dispute occur¬ 
red. If no decision is made, the race director will 
make a final decision. 

3. The stager shall be the person who calls the en¬ 
trants to their motos. He has complete charge of 
the pit area, staging area and the starting hill.

Riders Ready, Pedals Set 

You’ve probably ridden your bike for some 
time — but NOW you want to RACE! Most likely 
you’ve been cruisin’ around the neighborhood 
rompin’ and stompin’ with your buddies and 
racing on homemade tracks in the back yard. 
Well, believe it or not, that’s exactly how BMX 
started. Soon, along came sanctioning bodies 
like the National Bicycle League, and backyard 
racing became an exciting, competitive sport on 
a local, national and even international level! 

Right now, BMX is the FASTEST growing 
kids’ sport in the United States! WHY? BECAUSE 
EVERYBODY gets into the act. BMX has no 
bench sitters, and EVERY rider gets to experi¬ 
ence "the thrill of victory and the agony of 
defeat." 




What do you need to wear? 

BMX is fast, intense, and it may seem to 
appeal to the would-be daredevil. The National 
Bicycle League is committed to establishing 
and maintaining rules for the conduct of BMX 
racing nationwide. These rules are designed 
to promote fair competition and to reduce the 
possibility of injury to our riders. Therefore, 
NBL rules require that riders wear: 

1. A helmet and mouth protection 

2. Long pants 

3. A long sleeve shirt 

4. Shoes 

Socks and gloves are recommended. 


What kind of bike do you need? 

Any bicycle with wheels that are a maximum 
of 20” may be used. Cross bars and handlebars 
must be padded, as well as the frame and goose¬ 
neck. In addition, the handlebars must have hand 
grips. If your bike has a kickstand, a chain guard, 
reflectors or other gadgets, you’ll want to remove 
them. All of these requirements simply add to 
the safety of BMX! 


Where can you find a track? 

The NBL has approximately 250 tracks 
throughout the United States, and we will supply 
a Track Directory upon request and put you in 
touch with the STATE COMMISSIONER in your 
state who will have a complete race schedule for 
your area. In the meantime ask the kids at school 
who race, or check out the BMX shops in town — 
they can probably tell you where the tracks are. 



Who can be a BMX-er? 


If you are old enough and big enough to 
pedal a bike, you can race BMX! Our sport is for 
BOYS and GIRLS, and our 35 and Over Cruiser 
Class is really catching on with DADS and 
MOMS! 

How is a BMX race conducted? 

The first thing you want to do is to find the 
sign-up area. Explain to the people doing the 
registering that you are a new rider. They will 
make sure you sign up for the right age class — 
most tracks sign up Beginners by age, so if you 
are 7, you’ll only need to race other 7 year old 
beginners. 

Ask these people when and where the 
MOTOS (races) will be posted, and how you can 
determine what race you are in for the day and 
which gates you will have. You will need to write 
down your MOTO number and gates so that you 
will always be ready when your race is called. 

You will run at least three MOTOS at each 
race, and your final score will be based on your 
finishes in each of the three MOTOS. 

If all this sounds confusing, don’t worry. 
Remember, every other Beginner is in the same 
boat — and after you’ve been through the routine 
once, you’ll feel like a veteran racer! 
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“I don’t mind my kids hearing 
words that they use on the school- 
ground. Kids do use them, and any 
parent who thinks they don’t is liv¬ 
ing in a fairy tale world. 

‘‘There are several hard, sex¬ 
ually explicit words that automati¬ 
cally get a R. They can be 
appealed, as in ‘Tootsie, or in All 
The President’s Men.’ In ‘All The 
President’s Men,’ that word was 
used twice: once in a story that LB] 
had told, and he would have used 
it, and once as an exclamation. 
The appeals board let those stand 
in their context.” 

As the film industry’s social 
arbiter, the MPAA fields com¬ 
plaints from all over the country. 
Many take on a regional tone, with 
complaints about language most 
often coming from the South, 
problems with sex from the West 
and worries about violence from 
the urban centers. 

Locally, there are relatively few 
complaints, according to Swaney. 

“We used to have people who 
would sit through an entire film 
and then come out and complain 
about the nudity that was in the 



first 20 minutes. They say they did¬ 
n’t like it, but they watched every 
frame. We don’t have so much of 
that anymore. 

“We get an occasional com¬ 
plaint from a parent because kids 
lie and get into R-rated pictures. 
It’s impossible to police everyone 
who goes into the theaters. We do 
try to watch the ages, but kids do 
lie, and they do have bad IDs. Or 


they’ll buy a ticket for one theater 
and go into another. 

“Sometimes, people will just 
call with a question about the rat¬ 
ing system itself, and we’ll try to 
explain the guidelines.” 

For the 14th consecutive year, 
the MPAA has conducted a survey 
to measure its rating system’s use¬ 
fulness to American moviegoers. 
Calculated among several target

audiences, the results seem to say 
a majority of filmgoers trust the 

ratings. . , .... 

Among families with children 
under 12, 66% of the interviewees 
said the ratings were useful, up 
5% from 1981. Twenty-five per¬ 
cent found them not very useful, 
and 9% had no response. 

For families with teens, the use¬ 
fulness level was 60%, up from 
49% the year before. 

Among teen-agers themselves, 
the most frequent moviegoers, 
74% of the 308 questioned said the 
ratings were useful. 

That affirmation of the system 
comes in a year in which the low- 
est number of films was submitted 
for rating, according to a Variety 
count. Only 307 films were rated 
in 1982, the lowest in the MPAA 
Classification and Rating Adminis¬ 
tration’s 14-year history.
